T he work which these soldier artist* 
do Is called by the French camouflage, 
which is an old slang word of the 
French stage Intended to he descrip­ 
tive of the m akeup of the actors.

recognize it for what It Is.

that whb h appear* to ta* a mound of 
earth really may be a row of helmet* 
with ii rifleman behind each—and so 
the work of Hie camoufleurs runs.
